perceptible beneficial effect on the solution of the Jewish problem 
after the war, It might perhaps even have an adverse influence 
and give support to the anti-Semitic charges that the Jews have 
done little or nothing to help in the war. 

Phe Compfttee for the Jewish Army accordingly laid down 
the follow! 


I. (a) Creation of a Jewish miliiary unit of strategic 
importance comprising two or more armies with a total 
of 200.000 to 250,000 men, 

(b) Creation in Palestine of a Jewish guerrilla force of 
80.000 to 100,000 men. 

(c) Organisation and encouragement of Jewish guerrilla 
warfare in occupied Europe. 

It. The following two categories of Jews to be left entirely 
out of the scope of the scheme: (a) All Jews who are citizens 
of any of the Allied nations and living on the national 
territory; (b) All Jews who are covered by the conscription 
laws recognised by the Allied nations.

_ tn Palestine and Syria the great majority of the population is 
or hostile.

And here we have a very striking 
phenomenon. Although Mussolini was until recently considered 
by Islam as Enemy No. | on account of his brutal and merciless 
torture of hundreds of thousands of Arabs in his campaigns in 
Libya and Tripolitania, and although the Arabs had sworn to 
avenge upon the Italians the blood of their murdered and 
tortured brethren and kinsmen, it “is nevertheless a fact that 
Mussolini has actually succeeded in becoming the “ Protector of 
Islam," not only self-proclaimed, but by the acquiescence of the 
Arab populations. The Arabs of Tripolitania and Libya are 
serving and fighting loyally side by side with the Italians ‘against 
the British. There are no recorded cases of the desertion to 
the British side of any Arab unit of importance, or even ot 
attempted revolt or demonstration. 


' Misguided British Policy 


On the other hand, British policy towards the Arabs in the 
Near East has always been dictated by decency and punctuated 
with placation, appeasement, and constant concession. The 
result and reward of this policy has been the development among 
the Arabs of an almost united anti-British front. 

The Axis has devoted over a long period of years a great 
amount of thought, effort, arms, and money to creating this anti- 
British front in the Near East. To destroy this anti-British 
lecling would necessitate the expenditure of more thought and 
time, more energy, and more money than the Axis has spent. 
And this ts out of the question at this late hour in the war, 
however long it lasts. 

Where will the Jewish guerrillas in Palestine fight and against 
whom? The answer is clear. They must be ready against the 
day when the Axis orders referred to above are issued as part 
of a general Axis offensive. The Jewish guerrillas have 
delend the rear of the Near Eastern front and to prevent a 
debacle such as has happened in Burma and Malaya, 


A Vast Guerrilla Force 


Jewish guerrillas can operate not only on the Palestinian front. 
More than 4,000,000 Jews still remain in Nazi-occupied Europe. 
We know that the Axts Powers punish with the utmost cructty 
any Jew suspected of pro-Allied sentiment. Despite this, reports 
come m daily, including even reports from Axis sources, which 
record the great participation of Jews in anti-Axts guerrilla and 
subotage activities. Some of these reports are Nazi rventions, 
but many are unquestionably accurate and prove clearly that 
there are valuable possibilities of developing and organising such 
Jewish guerrillas on a large scale 

Mhis is the main strategic and military outlook of the Com 
mittee for a Jewish Army. These arguments have been found 
correct and convincing by many of those very people who had 
previously reyected various other projects and proposals toy 
specifically Jewish participation in the conflict.

BRITISH SOCIALISTS’ ENCOURAGEMENT 


* Britain seems to have been treating the sacred Mandate 
as a very light trust indeed.” declared Mr. James S. Middleton, 
Secretary of the British Labour Party, at a meeting of the 
Friends of Jewish Labour in Palestine, held on Sunday at 
Toynbee Hall, Commercial Street, E. “ How much better,” 
continued Mr. Middleton, “ would it have been had Palestine 
been recognised as the proper home for the distressed, the 
hunted, and others who have been tortured. How much better 
would it have been had our Government, aided maybe by the 
American Government, helped tully to colonise Palestine on a 
large scale—speeded by the * absorptive capacity’! How rich 
an investment would that have been in bone and sincw. in 
spirit and courage, in righteousness and fearlessness! ~ 

Ihe mecting was the first of a series to be held in London 
to link up with and give support to the Histadrut 

Mr. S. Silver, who presided over a large attendance, said 
that it had never oveen so urgently realised as now that we 
Jews were in need of a representative body that could speak 
for all of them, and especially in the name of Jewish labour, 
at a Peace Conference It was perfectly true that they had 
a Jewish Board of Deputies, but they felt.that the Deputies, 
when speaking in the name of Jewry, could not adcquatcly 
put the poim of view of the Jewish Labour movement, and 
so through the initiative of several Jewish Labour leaders in 
the East End of London they had formed the “ Friends of 
Jewrsh Labou, 

Although many of the Allicd Governments had already 
given promise: for the recognition of the rights of Jews after 
the war, saad the Chairman, they felt that that question would 
be one of the last to be tackled im their own countrics bor 
that reason the organisers of this meeting had felt that now 
was the time when thev must form thengselves into an active 
commitice to plan tor the future, for the time when the Peace 
Conterence would sit. 


“A Much Larger Palestine ~ 


Lord Wedgwood <aid he boped that a Federal Union. would 
be established after the war in which the Jews would have a 
natural and proper place and a much larger Palestine than 
now. He hoped that they would not have in that Union any 
country that was not self-governing, and he would stipulate 
that the people of any country in the Federal Union should 
be allowed to immigrate unhindered to any other country in 
ut. In that case, with the Jewish immigration into Palestine, 
that countfy would in due course achieve a Jewish majority 
and govern itsell in peace, ruled by justice—justice to the Arab 


just as much as justice to the Jew. “And you would then - 
in that free country as a member of the Federation of Free. 


Countries, be able to build a civilisation whence you could 
give to the world some idea of what justice means and its 
sense of responsibility to mankind.” 

Mr. Middicton sad it was towards the end of the last war 
that the Labour Party tirst othcially became interested in and 
wentificd with the Ziontst cause In Kebruary, 1918, the 
Inter-Allied Labour md Socialist Conterence met im the 
Central Hall and adopted the war aims. including a section 
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on the Jewish question. Later, at the International Socialist 
Conference in Berne, Switzerland, the principle of civil equality 
for the Jews, national autonomy, and the right to make a 
national centre in Palestine under the protection of the League 
of Nations was adopted. When the statesmen met at 
San Remo and were determining the future of _ the 
Jewish Homeland in 1921, the Party again expressed their 
support of the Jewish claim. From that date onwards the cause 
of their Jewish comrades became a reality and many of them 
had watched with steadily growing admiration the great work 
of reclamation that had been accomplished. A number of 
British comrades had had the good fortune to visit Palestine 
and been witness to the way in which the desert had been made 
to blossom like the rose, or at any rate the old earth of Zion 
had been turned into orange groves. Jewish pioneers had 
turned their faces to ther: homeland intent on laying the founda- 
tion of a state of free men and free women able to worship 
their ancient God, practise their ancient tites and customs, and 
with the opportunity of speech and print to build anew the 
glories of their old and honoured land. 


The Menace of Hitlerism 


During the past 20 years the development in Palestine had 
been a remarkable example of Jewish grit and perseverance, of 
Jewish faith, and most of all of Jewish works. The Zionist 
home was taking shape well away trom the cares and worries 
that were afflicting Europe fhen. when after some few years 
of struggle Hitler came at ‘ast to power in Germany, the world 
seemed to stand still aghast at the sheer bestial brutality of 
the man and his creed—paralysed by the sweep of his tortures. 
Almost before civilised mer could get their breath they found 
history tramping back to the barbarities of St. Bartholomew and 
the fiendishness of the ancient Inquisition The Jews were 
the earliest victims The Socialists. Trade Untonists, the 
Communists, the Co-operators, the Pacifists, all came under 
the tron heel: but the tull weight of the persecution seemed to 
fall upon the Jews. Now the sounds of strife were too neal 
to be comforting, and there were threats trom the enemy's 
advance to all that the ancient race held dear. “ We of the 
Labour Party,” Said Mr. Middicton, “ stand with you in your 
great work. We share your great hope. We trust that we and 
you will share im the triumph over the evil of the Nazi terror 
and the Fascist fury and again find peace—when your great 
work will again progress in your Eastern home, just as we 
here will toil and pray to build our own dear Jerusalem in our 
own green and pleasant land 

“ It has been a long story these last nine vears, probably the 
blackest nine vears of the world’s history When one had hoped 
that Palestine would prove at least something of a refuge for 
the oppressed of Zion, what has been deemed high policy, with 
irritating incidents, has proved tar otherwise.”

Histadrut Proposes Vigorous Action 


ONE-THIRD OF YISHUV IN LABOUR

Political Power 

Winding up the political debate. Mr. Shertok defined the 
policy of the Agency, particularly in regard to the question of 
enlistment. He said that 20 Jewish volunteers serving tn the 
Royal Air Force were naw training as pilots, and that the Agency 
was now negotiating for more such volunteers. : 

“ Our.aim,”” he stated in conclusion, “ is not so Much to gain 
Political power as to secure mass immigration; but if we find 
that the securing of mass immigration necessitates political 
power, then we shall be compelled to demand political power.” 

Ihe Conference adopted a resolution proclaiming the enlist- 
ment of a further 10.000 Jewish volunteers in the British Army 
as the most important task facing the Yishuy It was decided 
to use the whole of the machinery of the Histadrut for the 
Purpose of enlistment, and to adopt “ sanctions ~ against young 
Jews in Palestine, eligible for military service, who avoided: then 
Plain duty The Conference invited the national and public 
Institutions to follow its example in this respect. 

A second resolution proposed the introduction of a working 
day increased by two hours, with payment for only one of the 
extra hours. the payment for the other hour to be devoted to 
the assistance of the familics of Jewish soldiers, but with the 
Proviso that the employers should contribute an equivalent sum 
for the same purpose. 

A lenethy political declaration issued was directed against the 
Palestine White Paper, and demanded an * onen-door” policy 
for refugees fleecing from Nazi persecution. These refugees, tt 
was added, are increasing the fighting as well as the productive 
power of the Jews in Palestine. 

Ihe view that the interests of both Jewish and Arab workers 
are identical, and that there is no opposition between Jewish 
national and social aspirations and those of the Arab masses, 
was expressed in another resolution, while a further resolution 
expressed the hope that the Eastern nations fighting for ther 
freedom would find “a suitable place “ in the post-war world 
Order, and that they would assist other nations which were not 
yet free. 

Messages of grecting were sent to India, Russia, and the other 
Allies, as well as greetings and thanks to British and American 
Labour for their messages. 

The resolutions concluded with a warm appeal to the Jewrics 
of America and the British Empire to find the necessary means 
to assume the responsibility for the suffering Diaspora and the 
threatened National Home, as well as for breaking the chains 
that now restricted Zionist effort. The Conference at the same 
lime sent its warmest greetings to Russian Jewry.

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HUNGARY’S “ COLONISATION ” 
PLAN FOR 800,000 JEWS 


The euphemistic term “ colonisation,” was used by the 
Hungarian Premier, Von Kallay, in forecasting recently the mass 
expulsion of Hungary's 800,000 Jews as the ultimate solution ot 
ihe Jewish problem. 

Von Kallay ts quoted by the Budapest radio as having said 
that Jewry must. be excluded from all property rights and 
from the use of Hungarian soil. The present procedure must 
be speeded up, he added, and further measures must be taken. 
The only solution was “ colonisation ” of the Jews: but it was 
essential that this should be carried out rapidly. Jews must be 
eliminated from all positions essential to national society and 
to national labour. The gaps thus formed must be filled at 
once, because not a day must be lost in the tasks of production. 

A fierce ptotest against corruption in connection with the 
enforcement. of the anti-Jewish measures has been made by 
Count George Pallavicint a.» member of one of the most 
prominent familics of the Hungarian nobility. in an open letter 
to Von Kallay. Count Pallavicini says: that the confiscations 
violate the principle of private property, and demands that, if 
the measures against the Jews are unavoidable, the control of 
the confiscated property should at least be taken out of the 
hands of “ interested partics ~ He alleges that the anti-Jewish 
policy serves as a means of diverting public attention from 
‘major political issues,” and that it has encouraged “ local 
tyrants to spring up like mushrooms.” 
~ German and Hungarian Nazis have recently organised an 
anti-Jewish exhibition in Budapest. To counteract it, Hungarian 
Socialists opened a democratic exhibition, at which paintings, 
drawings, and sculptural works by Jews were also shown. At 
the instigation of the Nazis, the authorities closed down the 
Socialist exhibition, but allowed the Nazi exhibition to continue 
They claimed that the Socialist exhibition was “ provocative.” 


SHIFTING THE POLISH GHETTOES 


The Nazis have drawn up a plan in Poland to remove all 
Jewish ghettoes to places outside the towns, in order to make 
the towns “ judenrein The first town where this experiment 
is being tried is Lublin. The Nazis think that as long as the 
ghettoes are im the towns, they will be unable to secure the 
complete segregation of the Jews from the Poles, and prevent 
their co-operation against the Nazis 

A Naz celebration has been held in Kutno to mark the 
expulsion of the last Jew trom the town, which has now been 
prociaimed judenrein.” 


IRON GUARD POGROMISTS 
RELEASED 


Complying with a demand by the Nazis, General Antonescu. 
the Rumanian Premier, haseamnesticd all the members of the 
tron Guard who had been imprisoned in connection with ther 
rising last year, when they massacred Jews in Bucharest and a 
number of provincial towns Ihe news of their release, says 
4 Geneva report, has produced panic among the Rumanian 
jews, who fear a recurrence of the massacres under Naz 
guidance. (According to a Sunpay Times report, 125,000 Jews 
vere killed under the Antonescu regime.)

This, “ by mutual agree- 
ment,” can be paid in land confiscated from Jews.

“DRIVE FOR VICTORY ” 
American Jewish Congress Convention 


[COMMUNICATED] . 


A new Jewish “ Drive for Victory” to mobilise Jewish 
resources in the United States for the Allied War Effort, will 
be launched on May 16 by the American Jewish Congress 
Division of the World Jewish Congress. The campaign is to 
to be imaugurated at Chicago at a special three-days’ War 
Emergency Convention. Four hundred delegates. from diflerent 
parts of the United States, will attend. The Convention will 
take decisions with a view of stimulating the Jewish contribution 
to the war eflort of the United Nations, and with regard to 
the” post-war democratic “ New World Order” which will 
follow the peace. Concrete plans will be put forward to secure 
the maximum Jewish: assistance in all branches of the Allied 
war effort to achieve speedy victory. Proposals will also be 
considered in relation to the post-war reconstruction of Jewish 
lite in Europe and elsewhere. 

The Convention will declare the determination of American 
Jewry to assume the guardianship of the oppressed millions 
of Jews now under the thraldom of Nazi Germany, and will 
express the solidarity of American Jews with them.

in order to assist refugees now stranded in Iran, the Federation 
of Jewish Relief Organisations in Great Britain, in conjunction 
with the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund, has delegated Mr. Rafael 
Szafar to proceed to Teheran. He has already left. Mr. 
Szafar. who is a resident of Palestine, was head of the 
Palestine Office in Poland prior to the outbreak of the war.

POST-WAR CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Mr. Frischer's Task 


Mr. Ernest Frischer, the Jewish member of the Czecho 
slovak State Council, declared at a press conference at the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club, W.1, on Monday, that his foremost 
task in the Council would be to make the National Jewish 
outlook known in regard to all problems of Czechoslovak policy 
and of post-war reconstruction 

Dr. L. Zelmanovits, Chairman of the National Council of 
Jews from Czechoslovakia, who presided at the conference, 
paid tribute to Mr. Frischer’s former work as Chairman of the 
Czechoslovak Jewish Party 

It was premature, said Mr. Frischer, to attempt to define 
the status of Jews in the future Czechoslovak State: that would 

dependent on the general settlement of relations of the 
various nationalities. He did not believe that the Jewish 
roblem could be solved within the borders of a single State. 

t must be attempted by presenting the Jewish demands before 
the whole of Europe and the world’ In view of the difficulties 
of the economic rehabilitation of the Jews after the war, a 
large-scale emigration of Jews trom Europe to Palestine was to 
be expected: but political pressure to this end, and particularly 
the so-called “ evacuation policy,” must “be avoided. Mr. 
Frischer described the present economic position in Palestine, 
from which he had recently come. 

Mr. Frischer estimated that there were some 
in Prague, who were suffering acute privation. 
people were very friendly towards them, and 
tried to separate them from each other. 

Replying to a question about the Czech Army, Mr. Frischer 
admitted that there was a littl anti-Semitism to be found, 
but added there had been a big improvement, and that no 
actual complaints had been made to him by any Jewish soldier. 

Mr. Frischer said that he had been appointed a member 
of three of the five commitiees of the Czechoslovak State 
Council—the Political, Defence. and Reconstruction Com- 
mittees. He had already established contact’ with Dr I! 
Schwarzbart, of the Polish National Council, with whom he 
hoped for fruitful collaboration.

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THE MAJOR NEED 


THERE was a conference recently at Oxford of the 
Churches’ Committee for work among women serving 
in H.M. Forces, at which a suggestion, described by the 
Chairman of the Committee as one that may lead to an 
important result, was put forward with general approval. 
It stated that there exists a widespread need and oppor- 
tunity for some great movement—comparable to, but 
on different lines from, the Toc H movement of the last 
war—-which should seek to orgamse and develop, 
especially for post=war reconstruction,4 e latent and 
actual idealism among both men and women tnside and 
outside the Forces, and also both inside and outside the 
Christian churches. This proposal is_ far - sighted 
and deép-sighted, for it fastens upon what thinkers 
know, and the nation in general feels deep in its con- 
sciousness, is the major need now of this and other lands. 

No “New Orders”. will stand unless inspired and 
ruled by sustained and selfless idealism. Mr. Oliver 
Lyttelton expressed this conviction when, in his recent 
broadcast, he urged the importance of other than selfish 
material interests. Our own Jewish ‘faith proclaimed 
the same eternal truth in its own stirring way long years 
azo: “ Except the Lord build the house, they labour tn 
vain that build it.” The nation must harness all ts 
latent and actual idealism to the work of building the 
brave new world. Next to the winning of the war itself, 
there is no task more vital. 

It is a task tha? clamours to be undertaken by every 
section of the population, but not least insistently by 
our own Community, the custodians of the Psalmists 
teaching. But let us be frank and honest with ourselves. 
Despite Oul grand lagade of charitable, political, and 
other efforts. and the zeal of those who have kept tt 
standing. there has been too little, far too Tittle, of the 
seIfless joy of public serviee. Too much of that effort 
in the past was inspired by the sheer love of leadership 
as such and was dominated by the narrowness, by the 
arrogance and intolerance, of caste. The masses, and all 
of the light and leading they might harbour, were passed 
almost contemptuously by [hey were to be fed, 
hunery, to be clothed, to be educated, protected, and 
governed in a sort of a way. And that was all! And 
so. with fresh sources of inspiration untapped, there 
descended upon the Community an aridity, a stagnation, 
and a veneral blicht Upon which we look aghast, while 


pessimists wring their hands, asking whether these dry 
bones can live, and lamenting, sometimes, that ~ this ts 
the end.” 

But is it? If we are wise. We Shall not lose faith an 
ourselves. We have to remember that there ts. among 
lews too. a “ latent and actual idealism” which only 
needs to be invoked Idealism it Was, and not msensate 
persecution, that kept the Jewish people alive through 
centuries of trial and suffering, just as it was the idealism 
of those “so few” that, in the Battle of Britain, saved 
not this country alone, but the world and tts civilisation 
Ihe spirit that moved the Maccabees, that stirred the 
heart of a Spinoza, a Micah, an Isatah, that spoke in the 
martyrdom otf an Akiba, and, yes, in the social 
of the Rabbis’ teachings, has never died. o-day it tinds 
erpression in the pathetic euverness O| the Jewish soldic: 
abroad for the consolations of his creed. And who shall 
say in how many others among our youth it lingers 
unspoken 

In a revived Jewish idealism many, perhaps all. of the 


problems which vex us will find the solutions that have 
baffled the present generation and ws torbeur Its 
spirituality will give something higher than material gain 
to fight for, with all the distresses that that matertalism 


inevitably brings. Impelled by love of noble traditions, 
it will reproclaim the old Jewish teachings and seck then 
fulfilment in our daily lle. With Jewish idealism awake 
and dominant, we shall not lack a Ministry that. can 
inspire, we shall not cry aloud in vain for sell-disregard- 
ing volunteers” for communal services. In the 
atmosphere it will generate. the squalid and intractable 
pettinesses which * Cardiff ~ has revealed to what should 
be a dismayed Community, will pass, and Anglo-Jewry 
will be uplifted to play the part in the less materialistic 
“New Order” which its own spiritualistic: inheritance 
imposes and for which many in this nation hunger. 
This is no sanguine or tantastic dreaming. It 1s simple 
truth. Our Jewish idealism can save us. How, and by 
whom, is it to be galvanised into a conscious and active 
force? That is the immediate problem, upon which our 
planners must now concentrate. There are few, if any, 
prophets among us, their lips touched with live fire from 
the altar, to summon it from its present obscurity. We 
have not bred them in profusion in the past, and those 
who have appeared among us have usually been * other- 
wise engaged.” Yet there must at least be other, if less 
spectacular, ways of enlisting not so much the ~ best 
brains * but the finest characters in the communal cause. 
A beginning could be made by increasing our contagss 


with the youth and encouraging them with our con- 
fidence. Let it be known that we need their help, not 
their subservience, and that they can, and must, take 
their share very soon in the communal governance. A 
little less cynicism, a little more openly avowed beliet 
in the capacity of the spirit, a litthke more readiness to 
invest the ablest and* sincerest with responsibilities, a 
little less respect for bank balances, and who can say 
what new and arresting voices may be heard among us? 


ZIONIST ANAEMIA 


Writing lately in Dr. Stephen Wises paper, OPINtion, 
on the subject of “ What Ails Zionism in America? ". WOO 
Samuel M. Blumenfeld says that the present discomfiture 
of American Zionists springs as much trom immer uncer- 
tainty as from outer disturbances. “ There has crept in a 
feeling of lassitude and helplessness,” he adds, ~ which, 
if permitted to linger on, may paralyse the whole move- 
ment.” The same conditions seem to present themselves in 
this country, and cannot be conjured away by angry official 
protest or blank denial. This mood of hesitancy the writer 
attributes to the lack of clarity among a ‘large numoer 
of members of the Zionist Organisation of America as to 
the real meaning of Zionism, and to the great contusion 
caused by the multitude of agencies which minister 
to Zionist needs. But more than this, though spring- 
ing largely from it, is the instability, of policy which 
has marked the course of the movement almost since Herzl, 
the failure to strike out a clear and simple line and stick 
to it manfully, resolutely, and without recurring weakness. 
Even at this hour of day, for instance. the rotting corpse 
of Partition is dragged from its grave by Professor Samson 
Wright (President of the Jewish National Fund) and, in a 
letter to the New STATESMAN AND Nation, held up as pre- 
senting a possible solution of the Palestine problem. 
Such lovalts to a dead: and. utterly. discredited cause 
abandoned by the Government itself is, no doubt, pathetic. 
It woalso profoundly, disquieting. It is a symptony ol that 
minimal Zionism that has always endangered the movement 
by encouraging the impression that Jionisn 
for political crumbs, relying on the very beggarlimess of the 
request for chance of success. Spare-a-copper 
Jionism is doomed from the start. Zionism means a Jewrsh

LIKE AND THE UNLIKE 

\ viry distinguished American journalist and man ol 
letters. Mr. Waldo Frank, writing at length in a recent issue 
of the Sart rRpay EVENING Post, offers some pertinent and 
deeply probing remarks upon the Jewish problem, and, in 
particular, upon the subject of Jewish “ diflerentness.” He 
argues that however proud, and rightly proud, of their 
American citizenship Jews may be, and however emphati- 
cally they may repudiate any dissimilarity trom Americans 
of other descent, nevertheless the masses intuitively know 
that a difference there is. But he goes on to urge that this 
I, not. or certainly should not be, a source of weakness in 
or to them. “A democratic nation.’ he says, “ means a 
symphonic nation, a nation of many voices and many 
themes, each keeping individuality and freedom, and yet 
all harmonised together.” If, therefore, Jews seek to 
muffle thew own voices and suppress their own themes, 
they are in reality letting the American democracy down. 
This, of course, is hardly a loyal service to the State. 
“ The man,” he says, “ who thinks to benetit our country 
in its hour of need by wiping out the loyal differences 
between us ignores the meaning of democracy and 
whether he knows it or not-—is tainted by the false doctrine 
of our foes.” Most emphatically, continues Mr. Frank, 
i is not true that Jews become better citizens as they 
become less Jewish. “ The conscious Jew can never be 
misled by honeyed words or by disaster ento betraying 
the democratic way which is the law of his religion.” 


LET NON-JEWS HEED 


lest things are well said. The trouble, however, lies not 
only with the Jew. True, in all ages he has sought escape 
from perpetual enmities, either mistakenly through apostasy 
or super-assimilation or, more sensibly and hopefully, by 
secking to return to a free land of his own. But too 
often @ has been the non-Jew who has been inaccessible 
to Mr. Frank's argument. He has goaded the Jew by 
holding up Jewish differences as a dAnger rather than an 
advantage to the State. This hard core of difficulty has 
somehow to be dissolved if the Jewish lot in the Galut 
is not to continue alternating between precariousness and 
martyrdom, 


THE GREAT “I AM” 


STUDENTS of mental disease will no doubt have noted 
the inordinate number of occasions on which the first 
person singular (very singular) crept into Hitler's latest 
screed and which culminated in the proclamation that “1” 
am the Law. From that point of view, the problem of 
how to be rid of this distraught individpal—described as 
by some of his own troops the’ occupied 
countries is the plain and straightforward, though no 
doubt difficult, one of laying by the heels an egotistic and 
homicidal maniac armed to the teeth. -Others reading his 
wild harangue will detect in it the reflection of a growing, 
divided following, and a waning prestige or the fear of i, 
Quite a lot of justification tor this reading can, indeed. be 
found in the eVen more than usually cop‘ous ravings about 
Jews in which the Fuhrer indulged. Feeling the ground 
beginning to slip trom under him, he returns to the well- 
tried and never failing tactics of reviling the Jews. An 
ezoust, ino hard times he harks back to his one really com- 
plete victory--over the helpless. tnendless Jews of Germany. 
lt is the proot of his weakness and the measure of his 
despan! As such, i may also give at least some reason 
lor hope to the twenty-six countries arrayed against him. 
Much will depend upon the degree of the German peop!e s 
docility, as well as the extent of their boredom with the 
old “Jew  slggans. It remains to be seen, for example 
how long they wall relish the formal filching of all thei 
rehts in order that a mythical Jewish conspiracy may be 
smashed. Meanwhile. it will be observed that a campaign 
that began first with the withdrawal of the rights of foreipn 
Jews in Germany and then withits extension to the whole 
German Jewish Community has now ended in robbing the 
whole German nation of their rights, including the rivht 
to their pensions.

Cardiff Synagogue Votes Against 
Amalgamation 


Fewer than tifty members of the Cathedral Road Congregation 
(out of 300) assembled at the Isaac Samuel Memorial Hall on 
Sunday to hear the message, which, as announced on the 
previous Sunday, Mr Henry Silver, the President, would deliver. 

Mr. Silver said that as it was he who brought the Chici 
Rabbi to Cardiff to bless the amalgamation scheme, he felt 
that he ought to go to Dr. Hertz and report on certain develop- 
ments. And so—at the request of certain members—he went 
to see the Chief Rabbi in London and told him that the scheme 
of amalgamation was not working out his way, and in the way 
the Chief Rabbi wanted it, namely, that a President, coming 
from one congregation, should automatically have a_ Vice- 
President from the other congregation. Mr. Silver alleged that 
all the good work he had put in was spoilt and undone by 
Mr. H. H. Roskin. The Chief Rabbi, in reply, gave him this 
message: “ Go back to Cardiff, there must be other heads to 
consult, and do your best.” 

Mr. David Fay said that surely Mr. H, H. Roskin, who was 
elected by a great majority of the community to the Presidency, 
had a right to be there that altcrnoon to reply to the allega- 
lions made agaist him. 

Mr. Silver replicd that this matter concerned only his con- 
gregation, ‘I must be loval to my congregation and | am 
proud of the part | am playing to protect their interests.”

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE THIRSTY SOUL 


“Ho, every one that thirsteth, come ye to the waters.” 


“My soul thirsteth for Thee in a dry and weary land 
where no water is,” : 

N these two sentences—the first from Isaiah, the second 
] irom the 63rd Psalm—we have the source of all true 

religion. They express in the simplest way the first and 
the last need of man. For the body and for the soul the 
satisfaction of fhirst is at once the most primitive and the 
most advanced longing of man. Both physically and 
spiritually there is no final satisfaction: as long as life lasts 
and however often he drinks, man’s thirst recurs again and 
again. We are for ever indebted to the dry ground and 
deserts of Our ancestors’ home for that thirst which has 
brought the water of life to the civilised world. It was the 
thirsty soul that invented religion. But the spirit which 
brought all religions into being—the thirst. the longing for 
some satisfaction, some haven. some anchorage for the 
soul—can never end as long as life lasts, for it is responsible 
for all that is best in human life. No matter what forms 
the quest may take, the thirsty soul still remains as a 
vindication of man’s perennial search after God. and as 
a challenge to all who believe that religion has failed. The 
word religion as we understand it has no Hebrew counter- 
part. Yet for the Jew religion means nothing more or less 
than human life at its best. For at its best man’s life 
represents the thirst after the unattainable: what the 
prophets called a knowledge of God. 

lhere are two ways in particular in which the thirsty 
Hebrew soul has sought what Jeremiah called the fountain 
of living waters: one ts the moral ideal, and the other is 
the desire for Knowledge. The thirst for righteousness and 
for truth, The world owes this search to the Jewish mind. 
Ihe striving after social and political ideals, the seeking 
after truth through the media of art and science. are wavs 
that other peoples have found of taking in their hands the 
cup of streneth and refreshment, and the Jew owes to them 
ail a tremendous debt. But pre-eminently it is in-the way 
oO! righteousness and of knowledge that the Jew has pointed 
the way for all humanity to quench the eternal thirst which 


he hiumself first aroused in mankind. 


‘PHEREFORE only at his peril can the Jew ever pronounce 
his own complete satisfaction. Only if he be content 

to go the way of forgotten civilisations and unremembered 
peoples dare he relinquish his hold upon the sacred cup 
which has been placed in his hands. It is not a weakness 
but a truumph that we Jews are no longer to-day the only 
people that strives after righteousness and knowledge. that 
we Share it with others. But if the time ever comes when 
must hand over our great trust to-the others, and give 

| search ourselves. the possession 
Judaism wall itself disappear. 
Where thére is no thirst. there is no need. Where there 
o*need there ts no taith.

useless both to itself and to the community, It has no 
contact with the fountain of /Jivine waters. On the other 
hand, the main purpose of religious faith tis to give us 


grounds for security, and—even in time of war—an inward 
peace that is beyond the power of man or the world to 
disturb. The apparent paradox, then, must be truce: 
Wherever there is a need, it must somehow, somewhere, 
hind satistaction. Yet security and rest are themselves but 

Aarning Of new tasks and a challenge to a new thirst 

Re and vet no rest, constant struggle and sull an ultimate 
sense of peace. These two apparently contradictory forces 
must have both their share in an active healthy human Ife: 
if they do not go hand in hand. no hie can be called 
religious fe, which means a full, useful, God-guided lite. 
It dare not be static—a dull, unthinking, motionless con- 
tentment. Yet if there is only thirst without quenching, 
such a life becomes one of mere restless agitation, like a 
Ship being driven to and fro without a rudder, without 
sense of direction or aim. 


12! | in truth these forces are not contradictory. They 
must be reconciled one with another. The due and 
healthy balance of strife and rest, of calm and storm, must 
remain in all ages and for all men that glorious instrument 
Which we call human life. The cup that slakes our thirst 
is small and is soon drained, and the eternal unrest begins 
again. So it is in the life of nature. In the unceasing 
change and growth, there is something that abides. In 
the most perfect peace of our countryside, we know that 
there are always invisible changes going on, life throbbing 
and pushing upwards, unceasing preparation for new life 
and fresh miracles of growth and decay. It is all a mystery 
to us, a manifestation of the Divine work. The vel ts 
lifted here and there, but the heart of the process, the 
reason behind the many paradoxes and apparent contra- 
dictions—these things are withheld from us. 
lf we are indeed instruments which have their uses and 
are then cast away, we have one conviction that remains: 
come what may, it is a wise providence and a loving and 
merciful sovereignty to which we submit ourselves. If we 
cannot know truth itself, we thank God for the search after 
truth. If we cannot attain to the perfect life, we bow in 
adoration before Him whp gave us the law by which we 
live. If we must always thirst, we are grateful that we are 
Liven to drink from a fountain of living waters and not 
from a Stagnant pool. These waters give strength to the 
Weary, so that the unending search may go on. In this 
gracious fact lies the promise of human life, and tor the 
children of Israel, above all others, the guarantee of our 
People’s vitality and the assurance of our abiding worth.

RABBIS IN CONFERENCE 


Concern Over Lack of Sabbath Observance 
AGUDA AND POLISH NATIONAL COUNCIL 


A conference of the Agudas Harabonim, which met on Sunday 
at the Jewish Shelter in Mansell Street, E.1,.not only dealt with 
such questions as Shemiras Shabbos and Chinuch, but also took 
the opportunity of discussing Shechita in Poland and the rights 
ot Polish bag | to be represented in proportion to its population 
on the Polish National Council. Proposals made are to be sub- 
mitted to the Polish Government by Professor Gorka (head of 
<m — Department of the Polish Government), who was 

resent. 

The Chairman was Rabbi J. J. Horowitz. In these terribly 
dark days for the Jewish people, he said, it behoved them as 
Rabbanim to set a religious lead in the only free country for 
the Jewish people in Europe. He also urged the need of the 
Talmidei Chachamim of this country meeting with greater 
frequency to discuss the various pressing problems connected 
with their religion and people. Stressing the vital importance 
of Shemiras Shabbos to the future of Jewry, he said there must 
be many non-Jewish employers who, appreciating the religious 
scruples of the Jewish people, would afford facilities to their 
Jewish employees for abstaining from work on the Sabbath day. 

Rabbi S. Rabbenow pleaded for a stronger stand to be taken 

by Rabbanim themselves in this matter of Shemiras Shabbos. 
They were too lukewarm when it came to denouncing Chillul 
Shabbos. Let them not be afraid of admonishing a president 
Of a congregation if they knew him to be guilty of the offence. 
They should make it a point ot dealing with the subject in other 
Synagogues as well as in their own. 
_ Rabbi Pickarsky spoke of the deplorable condition of Chinuch 
in this country. But they did nothing about it. He had read 
a lot of propaganda on this subject during the four years he had 
lived im this country, but for all practical purposes he could not 
see what their Community in London had accomplished. He had 
not met any boy leaving a Talmud Torah who had attained such 
a standard that one could teach him Mishnayis. Every Rav in 
his own district should regard it as his duty to gather together 
as many children as he could and teach them as they themselves 
used to be. taught—first to read and then Chumash, Mishnayis, 
and later Gemara. 

Rabbi Singer said that the Rabbanim did allot a due share of 
their discourses to the question of Shemiras Shabbos, but all 
their efforts were in vain, the usual comment being, “ The 
Rabbanim must speak like that." He suggested the establish- 
ment of a fund, to be named after the late Gaon Rav Chayim 
Ozer Grodzinskt, and devoted solely to Chizuk Hadass 

Rabbi Abramson urged that THe JewtsnH Curoniccte should 
be utilised as a medium for propagateng their Shomrei Shabbos 
movement, connecting it at the same time with the question ot 

‘hinuch. They should stress the poimt that the question ol 
Sabbath observance was the essence of their Judaism and that 
without u they could not exist.

Polish-Jewish Co-operation 


Mr. H. A. Goodman welcomed Professor Gorka to the meeting 
und spoke ot the identity of interests between the Jewish and the 
Polish people. In spite of differences which there had been and 
which might continue to be between certain sections of the Polish 
people and Polish Jewish citizens, fhe said, he knew that the 
heart and mind of every Jew throughout the world was associated 
with the one thought—that Poland must, and would, live again. 

Rabbi A. Babad also added a welcome. 

In his reply, Professor Gorka expressed his pleasure at being 
present, and recalled that he had attended another and much 
bigger conference of Rabbis which was held in Lemberg in 1929. 
Let them rather remember, he said, the 40 years of Polish-Jewish 
co-operation than the last few years ol differences 

Mr. Goodman enumerated his proposals, which, he sand, had 
been agreed to by the Association of Rabbis, and the following 
resolution, based on these proposals, was passed, on the proposal 
of Rabbi Babad: 

This conference of Rabbis exnoresses its deep reerect that for the first 
time mm the history of the present Polish Republic no representative of Polhsh 
rehgious Jewry is to be found in the legislative body of Poland 

‘In the past 20 years organised Orthodox Jewish opinion, as represented 
by the Agudas Israel, has always been represented in Scim or Senate This 
conference, therefore. on behalf of Polish religious Jewish opimon, asks the 
Polish President to appoint a representative of the Polish Agudas Israc!, the 
lareest single Jewish party in Poland. on the National Council, and thus 
attain continuity of representation of Polish Jewish religious bic 


This conference asks the Polish National Council to annul the anti- 


Shechita law, still a part of Polish legislation, which ts offensive to Jewish 

religious life and practice, and contrary to the declared policy of religious 

| ane ng Mag which Poland and her Allics in the United Nations are now 
ting. 

Rabbi Knoblewitz asked for the abolition not only of the anti- 
Shechita law, but of all anti-Jewish legislation, such as the 
numerus clausus in the universities. 

Professor Gorka said that there had never been any anti-Jewish 
legislation of this kind, but that cach Rector of a university had 
acted according to his own wish and often contrary to the wishes 
of the Polish Government. He recognised the justification of the 
Agudist claims to representation on the Polish National Council, 
and he was certain that this would be achieved in the future. 
He also felt sure that at the first opportunity the anti-Shechita 
law would be revised. He would be glad to co-operate with 
Orthodox Jewry, whom he recognised as the religious leaders of 
Polish Jewry. But they would understand that the Polish 
Government had to collaborate with all Jewish parties and 
groups. Professor Gorka said he would refer the proposals to 
the Polish Minister of the Interior, Deputy Prime Minister 
Mikolajczvk. 


Special Commission on Sabbath Observance 


“ The discussion on Sabbath observance was then renewed. 

Rabbi Stein advocated the carrying out of propaganda for 
closing on Shabbos among Jewish manufacturers and the estab- 
lishment of more Talmud Torahs. 

Rabbi Twersky said that the whole question of Shabbos 
observance was being dealt with by a special commission which 
had been set up by the Keren Hatorah under the chairmanship 
of Dayan Abramski. In about a month's time there would be a 
hie Shabbos campaign which would embrace every aspect of the 
questioa of the observance of that day 

The conference clected three members to 
Commission. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

* This conference views with concern the deplorable state of religious 
education in this country, and the vacillatinge policy of ‘hose who direct its 
organisation. It declares its firm conviction that only a Chinuch system based 
on Torah and Yiras Shomavim can prevail In recording the fact that 
Orthodoxy ‘has been excluded trom administration of lewish relisious educa- 
tion in London. this conterence weloomes the cflorts which are being made 
by the Keren Hatorah in the ficld of relivious education, and asks the 
Rabbinate and Orthodox Communitics throughout the land to lend it every 
support.” 

A further resolution drew attention to the precarious position 
of important institutions, including world-famed Yeshivot, im 
Eretz Yisrael, and appealed to Anglo-Jewry to come to their 
help. The Government was asked to open Palestine to the entry 
of refugees. Finally, all Rabbanim in England were called on to 
assist in an appeal to be launched by the Council of Polish Jews 
in respect of refugees in Russia.

Dayan H. M. Lazarus, said that he 
like to place on record the fact that the Bureau had 
closed its doors, and although bombed out way able to 
new accommodation at the Scttlhement, Buxton Street, 
For this they were indebted to the United Synagogue, who 
allowed them to use the premises free of charge. Unfortunately 
no report was issued for the year 1940 owing to prevailing 
conditions and the tact that most of the Bureau's records were 
then still in the ruins of the Institute and therefore maccessible. 

Mr. Julius’ Felsenstein. Treasurer, presented the accounts 
for 1941. which showed a. slight increase of income over 
cxpenditure. 

The Secretary, Mrs. Eva Witriol, stated that the Bureau had 
been instrumental in placing a great number of refugees during 
the past year owing to the fact that it had become much easier 
to receive working permits for them. The Labour Exchange 
officials were most helpful and sympathetic, and it very rarely 
hapnened that a refugee was retused a working permit | 

Mr. M. Dompitz, representing the Union of Orthodox Jewish 
Youth Societies, stressed the fact that it was important tor 
the youth leaving school to be given some guidance regarding 


the choice of a carcee! 

Mrs. J. Kaufmann and Mrs. P. I Kahn were unanimously 
co-opted on the Committee.

DR. GOLDSCHMIDT’S TALMUD 


Sir Phitip Hartog, President of the Friends of the Hebrew

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AXIS STORY OF ARAB UNREST 


The Axis press and propaganda continue to support the anti- 
Jewish and anti-British fables put out by the Arabic broadcasts 
from such notorious stations as Bari and the German-controlled 
Radio Athens (whence the “ viewpoint" of the quisling ex- 
Mufti of Jerusalem is radiated).
